The health officer of the town or county 
should be notified within twenty-four hours 
and he should co-operate with the physic- 
ian and family to keep tbe disease from 
spreading. A blue Hag, or a qant, with 
iliptheria on it, in large, plain leiters, 
should be placed in a conspicuous posi- 
tion on the house. No child or person 
having the care of children should be per- 
mitted to enter Ihe house. 

The discharges from the throat, mouth 
and nose are exceedingly poisonous, and 
should be received on soft cloths and im- 
mediately burned or immersed in a solu- 
tion of chloride of lime, six ounces to Ihe 
gallon of water. The bed and body-linen, 
immediately upon removal, should be 
boiled for half an hour, or immersed 
chloride of lime solution for twenty-four 
In no case ahould such clothing go 
into the family wash. 

No person from a house where there is 
diptheria should go into public assemblies, 
as churches, fairs or concerts, and espec- 
ially schools. 

Persons who have had diptheria should 
not mingle with the public 
after the last trace ol tbe 
ihe throat and nose, and only after all 
their clothing has been thoroughly washed 
or disinfected. No child from a bouse 
where ihe disease has prevailed should be 
permitted to enter school except upon the 
certificate of a physician that it 

In case of death the body should be 
wrapped in a aheet aaturated with Ihe chlo- 
ride of lime solution, and put 
coffin. The funeral ahould 
private, and in no cai-e ahould 
thoae having the care of children be per- 
mitted to attend. 

After death or complete recovery Ihe 
room should be disinfected under «fco 
aupervision of the health officer or a cou.- 
petent phyBician. Firat, mattresaea, com- 
forts and all other like things badly soiled 
should be burned. Such clothing and 
bedding as can be waabed should be boiled

For a 
room ten leet square use three pounds of 
sulphur, moistened with alcohol, in an 
iron pan, placed in a tub containing a few 
inches of water, to avoid danger from fire. 
When certain Ihe sulphur is burning well, 
leave the room, olose tbe door and allow 
oom to remain tightly closed for ten 
or twelve hours. Afterwards tha room 
ild be thoroughly ventilated for sever- 
>urs, 1.M then the lloor, and ledges 
the windows and doora, and other 
places likely to retain dust, ahould be 
waahed with Ihe chloride solution aud then 
with soap and hot water. Tbe bouse and 
premiaet geuerally should be put in 
tbe cleaned and best condition possible. 

To bs effectual tbe precautions here 
suggested should be rigidly observed, Im- 
perfect isolation und diainleclion are worse 
than useless, giving rise only to a false 
>ose of security. 

County and muuicipal boards of health 
have full authority under our laws to en- 
force these rules, and will fall short of 
their duly if tbe* fail to do so.
